It ifl with profound iv»,'rt't tlmt I note the 
misfortune of an old and I'herisliod fritMid in 
Missouri. \V. 1*k«kink Lakkw is a Mason 
county l>oy, with honored family c-onnections 
in all thin country round aJ»out. In the flush 
of young manhood he joined the ('onfederate 
Army, and was to the end a loyal soldier. 
After the War he learned the law. and for 
several years practieed at this I>;ir. Then he 
sought a wider tield, i:i»ing to St. Louis about 
eif^hteen years a^o. S( >niu time since he became 
Attorney for a lady, collecting for her in 
'<drib«," as best he conld, a claim that she 
thought ought to have been paid is a lump. 
While awaiting later and final payments, so the 
story goes, Mr. Larbw nsed a part of what had 
been ooUeeted; and when the client demanded 
the entire sum it was not forthcoming, although 
Mr. Labkw's friends here wonld have promptly 
supplied it had they beenadvised of the situation. 
Then followed a suit for embesslement, in 
wkich the accused conducted his own case. 
Whether or not it was due to his inefBeieiicy as 
a Lawyer, or whether it was due in some 
measure to the wave of Reform which at that 
time swept everything before it in St. Louis, 
Mr. Lakkw was convicted; and only a few days 
ago the conviction and sentence of two years 
-were aflBrmed hy the Hupreme Court of the 
state.
